urged the Senate today to kill the 
bill — passed overwhelmingly by 
the House — to cut income taxes 
from 20 percent at the bottom to 
10.5 percent at the top. 


Snyder renewed the Truman ad- 


ministration's opposition to any tax 
cut for at least another 14 months, 
but suggested that Congress with 
help Irom the treasury, 
"review 


the whole lax system in anticipa- 
tion of later tax reductions." 


_ Declaring thai a general cut now 
is "neither necessary nor appro- 
priate," the first witness before the 
Senate Finance Committee hearing 
on 
the Housp-passcd bill mar- 
shalled these arguments: 


1. Employment is high, national 


income is at a record peacetime 
level, and "under these favorable 
economic conditions present taxes 
do not impose an excessive hard- 
ship, on the American people." 


2. "Inflationary pressures 
have 


still not subsided . . . So long as in- 
flationary pressures exist, there is 
good economic reason for maintain- 
ing high taxes."

5. By concentrating a large re- 


duction In . the individual income 
tax, alone, later well-balanced tax 
revision would be made more dif> 
ficull "and perhaps impossible."

6. The House bill, he contended, 


is inequitable, and would compli- 
cate the individual income tax. 


As an example .of his contention 


that the measure' is 
inequitable, 


Snyder said it would eliminate 22

from 20 percent at the bottom to 
10.5 percent at the top. 


Snyder renewed the Truman ad- 


ministration's opposition to any tax 
cut for at least another 14 months, 
but suggested that Congress with 
help Irom the treasury, 
"review 


the whole lax system in anticipa- 
tion of later tax reductions." 


_ Declaring thai a general cut now 
is "neither necessary nor appro- 
priate," the first witness before the 
Senate Finance Committee hearing 
on 
the Housp-passcd bill mar- 
shalled these arguments: 


1. Employment is high, national 


income is at a record peacetime 
level, and "under these favorable 
economic conditions present taxes 
do not impose an excessive hard- 
ship, on the American people." 


2. "Inflationary pressures 
have 


still not subsided . . . So long as in- 
flationary pressures exist, there is 
good economic reason for maintain- 
ing high taxes." 


3. The current budgetary situa- 


lion calls for the maintenance of 
existing taxes. He said there is no 
clear evidence that expenditures in

it against the $258,000,000,000 pub- 
lic .debt. ' 


5. By concentrating a large re- 


duction In . the individual income 
tax, alone, later well-balanced tax 
revision would be made more dif> 
ficull "and perhaps impossible."

6. The House bill, he contended, 


is inequitable, and would compli- 
cate the individual income tax. 


As an example .of his contention 


that the measure' is 
inequitable, 


Snyder said it would eliminate 22 
percent of the difference between 
present taxes and 1939 taxes for 
a married person with no depend- 
ents and a $5,000 net income, bul 
would wipe oul 69 percent of the 
lax increase since 1939 for a man 
with a $1,000,000 income.

from 20 percent at the bottom to 
10.5 percent at the top. 


Snyder renewed the Truman ad- 


ministration's opposition to any tax 
cut for at least another 14 months, 
but suggested that Congress with 
help Irom the treasury, 
"review 


the whole lax system in anticipa- 
tion of later tax reductions." 


_ Declaring thai a general cut now 
is "neither necessary nor appro- 
priate," the first witness before the 
Senate Finance Committee hearing 
on 
the Housp-passcd bill mar- 
shalled these arguments: 


1. Employment is high, national 


income is at a record peacetime 
level, and "under these favorable 
economic conditions present taxes 
do not impose an excessive hard- 
ship, on the American people."

6. The House bill, he contended, 


is inequitable, and would compli- 
cate the individual income tax.

Sawyer Smith, May's attorney, 


made the statement to a jury try- 
ing May and three co-defendants 
on War fraud charges. Smith told

May dis- 
close the entire transaction .nnd it 
involves high party figures, even 
members of Congress." 


Immediately after Smith finished 
his opinion statement the govern-

Bank and Trust Company of Chi- 
cago, as the first witness. 


The government had .argued that 


May received the two 51,000 checks 
for intervening with the War De- 
partment for promotions lor two 
soldiers. 


William A. Paisley, federal pros-- 


•ecutor, said tho checks were given 
to May by E. D. Feldman, Califor- 
nia war manufacturer who had a 
son in the army, and by Albert 


Freeman, son of one of the men 
now on trial with May.

May, 71-year-old former Democrat- 
ic congressman from Kentucky, to- 
gether With Murray 
and 
Henry 


Garsson, war-time munitions man- 
ufacturers, and Joseph F. Free- 
man, Washington agent for 
the 


Garsson brothers, conspired to use 
May's influence to obtain contracts 
and wangle 
army promotions. 
Smith asserted: 


"Jack May didn't do anything 
more than any other congressman 
did. Those two $1,000 checks were 
purely and simply campaign con- 
tributions to the Democratic com- 
mittee in the 19-14 presidential cam- 
paign and nothing, else." 


Smith said if the 
government 


proceeds with evidence about the 
two checks, 'We will bring here 
the very men who took the money 
and turned it in to the Democratic 
campaign fund."

Sawyer Smith, May's attorney, 


made the statement to a jury try- 
ing May and three co-defendants 
on War fraud charges. Smith told

trial "I'll have Andrew .1. May dis- 
close the entire transaction .nnd it 
involves high party figures, even 
members of Congress." 


Immediately after Smith finished 
his opinion statement the govern- 
ment called Emil Kohout, an em- 
ployee of the American 
National 


Bank and Trust Company of Chi- 
cago, as the first witness. 


The government had .argued that 


May received the two 51,000 checks 
for intervening with the War De- 
partment for promotions lor two 
soldiers. 


William A. Paisley, federal pros-- 


•ecutor, said tho checks were given 
to May by E. D. Feldman, Califor- 
nia war manufacturer who had a 
son in the army, and by Albert 


Freeman, son of one of the men 
now on trial with May.

May's influence to obtain contracts 
and wangle 
army promotions. 
Smith asserted: 


"Jack May didn't do anything 
more than any other congressman 
did. Those two $1,000 checks were 
purely and simply campaign con- 
tributions to the Democratic com- 
mittee in the 19-14 presidential cam- 
paign and nothing, else." 


Smith said if the

proceeds with evidence about the 
two checks, 'We will bring here 
the very men who took the money 
and turned it in to the Democratic 
campaign fund."

Sawyer Smith, May's attorney, 


made the statement to a jury try- 
ing May and three co-defendants 
on War fraud charges. Smith told 


the jurors:'

If the government pursues

tails about the two checks at the 
trial "I'll have Andrew .1. May dis- 
close the entire transaction .nnd it 
involves high party figures, even 
members of Congress." 


Immediately after Smith finished 
his opinion statement the govern- 
ment called Emil Kohout, an em- 
ployee of the American 
National 


Bank and Trust Company of Chi- 
cago, as the first witness. 


The government had .argued that 


May received the two 51,000 checks 
for intervening with the War De- 
partment for promotions lor two 
soldiers. 


William A. Paisley, federal pros-- 


•ecutor, said tho checks were given 
to May by E. D. Feldman, Califor- 
nia war manufacturer who had a 
son in the army, and by Albert 


Freeman, son of one of the men 
now on trial with May.

May, 71-year-old former Democrat- 
ic congressman from Kentucky, to- 
gether With Murray 
and 
Henry 


Garsson, war-time munitions man- 
ufacturers, and Joseph F. Free- 
man, Washington agent for

Garsson brothers, conspired to use 
May's influence to obtain contracts 
and wangle 
army promotions. 
Smith asserted: 


"Jack May didn't do anything 
more than any other congressman 
did. Those two $1,000 checks were 
purely and simply campaign con- 
tributions to the Democratic com- 
mittee in the 19-14 presidential cam- 
paign and nothing, else." 


Smith said if the 
government 


proceeds with evidence about the 
two checks, 'We will bring here 
the very men who took the money 
and turned it in to the Democratic 
campaign fund."

Washington, April 24 —(/P)—Coun- 


sel for Andrew J. May denied to- 
day the former House Military Com- 
mittee chairman received two ?!,- 
000 checks for obtaining War De- 
partment favors and 
said • they 


went to the 1944 Democratic1 cam- 
paign fund. 


Sawyer Smith, May's attorney, 


made the statement to a jury try- 
ing May and three co-defendants 
on War fraud charges. Smith told 


the jurors:' 
• 


If the government pursues 
de- 


tails about the two checks at the 
trial "I'll have Andrew .1. May dis- 
close the entire transaction .nnd it 
involves high party figures, even 
members of Congress." 


Immediately after Smith finished 
his opinion statement the govern- 
ment called Emil Kohout, an em- 
ployee of the American 
National 


Bank and Trust Company of Chi- 
cago, as the first witness. 


The government had .argued that 


May received the two 51,000 checks 
for intervening with the War De- 
partment for promotions lor two 
soldiers. 


William A. Paisley, federal pros-- 


•ecutor, said tho checks were given 
to May by E. D. Feldman, Califor- 
nia war manufacturer who had a 
son in the army, and by Albert 


Freeman, son of one of the men 
now on trial with May. 


The government 
charges 
that 


May, 71-year-old former Democrat- 
ic congressman from Kentucky, to- 
gether With Murray 
and 
Henry 


Garsson, war-time munitions man- 
ufacturers, and Joseph F. Free- 
man, Washington agent for 
the 


Garsson brothers, conspired to use 
May's influence to obtain contracts 
and wangle 
army promotions. 
Smith asserted: 


"Jack May didn't do anything 
more than any other congressman 
did. Those two $1,000 checks were 
purely and simply campaign con- 
tributions to the Democratic com- 
mittee in the 19-14 presidential cam- 
paign and nothing, else." 


Smith said if the 
government 


proceeds with evidence about the 
two checks, 'We will bring here 
the very men who took the money 
and turned it in to the Democratic 
campaign fund."

No World Relief 
A good many people seem to be 
worried lest 
an American loan 
to Greece and Turkey, if approved, 
would be only the first step in a 
nationwide program of American 
political relief. We have heard it 
said that if those two countries re- 
quest and receive loans, any coun- 
try might plead that it was threat- 
ened by "communist domination" 
and be assured of a large grant of 
money. 
These fears seem to ignore cor 


tain factors evident in President 
Truman's proposal and certain facts 
of geography. They also credit the 
U. S. government with an unusual 
amount of gullibility. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Truman's pro- 
posal of a Greco-Turkish loan is a 
first step. But that does not mean 
that many more steps are to fol- 
low. The Pr: sident clearly is not out 
to throttle communism where it is 
an elected part of a government, 
as in France, Italy, ana several ot- 
her European and South American 
countries. His program is aimed at 
communism imposed by a minority 
as an opening wedge for Soviet ex- 
pansion and control. 
A glance at the map will show 
that Russia can move by land in 
only two dirctions, west and south. 
On the west she is bordered by Fin- 
land, the Baltic states, Poland, Hun 
gary, and Romania. Those, 
with 
neighboring Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
and Albania, form the ring of sat- 
ellite buffer states. 
Czechoslovakia is 
necessarily 


friendly, though more independent. 
Farther to the west are Austria and 
Germany, whose governments are 
subject to future international 
a- 
greement, and Italy. Communism is 
stronger in Italy than anywhere in 
Europe outside the Russian orbit.
